HISTORY 

How often have you wondered how to care for those 
valued family documents, faded photographs or special 
dresses and costumes? To answer those questions, the 
Society has organized a Symposium on Preserving Your 
Personal History. 

On Sunday, March 18 from 2:00 to 4:00 p.m., Lois 
Olcott Price, the Senior Conservator of the Conservation 
Center for Art and Historic Artifacts in Philadelphia will 
discuss preserving works of art on paper. Bring your 
family letters, documents or diaries for the discussion 
period. 

Sunday, March 25, Joy Gardner, Consulting Textile 
Conservator of the Philadelphia Museum of Art will talk 
on the conservation of costumes and textiles and also 
will discuss examples brought by the audience. 

Judith Olsen is the speaker on Sunday, April 1. She is 


the Special Librarian at Burlington County College and a 
professional genealogist, with a published work on the 
Lippincott family and volumes in progress on the Haines, 
Shinn and Malsbury families. Mrs. Olsen will offer 
guidance on interviewing family members in order to 
preserve that all important "oral history", as well as 
guidance on how to organize all those "bits and pieces" 
into a family genealogy. 

On Sunday, April 8, the Society is enormously pleased to 
have been selected by the Photography Sesquicentennial 
Project for a free lecture on the preservation of 
photographs by Thomas Landon Davies. The lecture is 
funded by The Pew Charitable Trusts, the Pennsylvania 
Humanities Council and the Philadelphia National Bank. 
Mr. Davies encourages the participants to bring a few , no 
more than five, photographs for this discussion period.
